It is 150 feet in 
diameter, 471 feet in circumfranee 
and covers a litle over one-third of an 
acre. To cover the roof it took 120,- 
000 shingles. 
Two rows of stalls 


v.ith the latest improved stanchions 
t-xtend around the entire barn, which 


together with box stalls and calf pens, 
juilt on either side of the entrance, 
makes it capable of housing nearly 
250 head of cattle. In the center will 
be a 60 foot circle provided with rais- 
ed seats capable of seating 1,000 spec- 
tators and in the center of this will 
be a show ring 35 feet in diameter. 
The entire floor, with the exception of 
the show ring, is madie of concrete.

The barn cost $6,500, the different 


breeder's associations paying $3,000, 
the county $1,900, the Wood County 


Banker's Association $500 and the 
citizens of Marshfield, by popular 
subscription, $1,100. Frank Felhof- 
er, the celebrated barn builder of 
Marshfield, had the building contract 
and is very proud of the name of 
building the largest round barn in the 
United States.

Paris, April 6.—A powerful German 


attack against the first lines ot the 
French south of Douaumont was re- 
pulsed and the Germans were driven 
hack in the direction of Chauffeur 
•wood, which lies to the northwest The 
French artillery concentrated their 
fire on the retiring Germans, who, ac- 
cording to the official statement issued 
on Tuesday by the French war office, 
suffered considerable losses. 


On the west of the Meuse a German 


attack against Haucpurt failed. 


The text of the statement follows: 
"In the Argonne district we have 


"bombarded certain of the German or- 
ganizations particularly in the region 
of Montfaucon and Malancoun. 


"To the west of the River Meuse 


there has been artillery fighting of con- 
siderable violence along the front from 
Avocourt to Malancourt. 
East of the 


Meuse the night passed relatively 
-quietly. 


"The Germans have made no attack 


against the front between Douaumont 
«nd Vaux re-established by our coun- 
ter-attacks. 


"French batteries have been par- 


ticularly active in firing upon enemy 
positions in this region. 
The enemy 


has responded but feebly. 


"East of the forest of Le Pretre a 


strong reconnaissance by the enemy the gov 
has been dispersed by our 
fire.

"In Alsace French batteries were states,

Strong French positions southwest of 
Douaumont and in the Caillette wood 
northeast of Verdun have been taken 
by German troops, the war office an- 
nounced on Tuesday in the

"Western theater—After

artillery preparation the British have 
taken possession of the crater south 
of St. Eloi which we took from them 
on March 28. 


"In the region of the fortress at 


Douaumont 
our troops after bitter 


fighting captured on April 2 some 
strong French defense positions south- 
west and south of the fortress and in 
Caillette wood. 
They repulsed from 


the captured positions all the enemy's 
counter-attacks, which continued into 
the night. Employing 
exceedingly 


strong forces and at the cost of ex- 
tremely heavy sacrifices, the French 
repeatedly and fruitlessly stormed the 
defense positions which they had lost 
in Caillette wood. 


"During our attacks on April 2 we 


captured in unwounded prisoners 19 
officers and 745 men and 8 machine 
guns."

Coal subjected to the action of sea- 
water for a number <of years will burn 
almost entirely away, leaving only a 
small amount of ash and no clinkers. 
Crates of coal, each holding approxi- 
mately two tons, were submerged or

Doubtless you remember the awful toll 
of life taken among the soldiers en- 
camped at Chickamauga dunng the 
Spanish-American war. It you do not 
you can easily look .it up. Those boys 
in blue "died like flies " Files caused 
the death of most o£ those stricken 
with typhoid and dysentery. 


It came about in this way. Human 


excreta carries the bacteria of typhoid 
fever, cholera, dysentery, summer com- 
plaint, tuberculosm and intestinal dis 
eases of other varieties. Flies feed on 
human excreta, as you know if you 
have kept your eyes open 


The Lesson of 1898. 


Not a great deal about the value of 


camp sanitation was known in 1898. 
The American army medical corps was 


not organized as it 
is now. The mob- 
ilization place at 
Chickamauga was 
not clean Garbage 
and sewage were 
not destroyed as 
they are now. In 
that large body of 


men it was inevitable that some should 
he disease carriers. The waste matter 
which they threw off acted as an in- 
cubator for the bacteria which it car- 
ried. Files and other insects, but es- 
pecially flies, swarmed around the filth 
sinks and fed. They were a frightful 
annoyance at meal time, and they 
were the army's most deadly enemy 
for they distributed dangerous germs 
among all the men. As a result fever 
and bowel diseases became almost an 
epidemic. As a nation we were taught 
a solemn lesson about the menace of 
Insects. Our army medical men learned 
more in the Philippines, in Cuba, in 
Porto Rico and in the Canal Zone 
about the relation of flies, mosquitoes 
and lice to the spread of disease than 
had previously been learned m two or 
three thousand years. 


Cleaner Than Homes. 


Visit any of our army encampments 


today They are kept cleaner than the 
average housekeeper keeps her prem- 
ises 
Special attention is given to the 


sanitary disposal of garbage, of sew- 
age and of other waste matter coming 
from the camp hospital 
Elaborate 


means ot protection against flies, mos- 
quitoes, lice and bedbugs are taken- 
but flies are considered the most filthy 
and dangerous from the medical point 
:f view. 


It is safe to say that if tills com- 


munity should co-operate and act at 
once so as to clean up the town thor- 
oughly, with special attention given 
to the breeding places of flies, the 
average ot serious illness here would 
be reduced BO per cent for the months 
of June, July, August and September. 


Such a clean-up campaign is not im- 


possible 
It means the spraying of 


manure piles with a simple kerosene 
solution every day or so, frequent re- 
moval of manure piles, screened 
toilets, covered garbage cans and the 
use of fly swatters and fly paper by 
veryone.

"The most effective method of con- 


trolling flies is by preventing fly 
breeding." says Dr. W. A. Evans, an 
eminent health authority aud publi- 
cist. "As a rule this means that no 
collection of moist manure is to be left 
accessible to flies for as long as a 
week during hot weather. 


"Fly eggs and larvae live for a week 


in hot weather in moist manure. There- 
fore, if manure is hauled away and 
spread oftener than once a week it 
will not breed flies. Tho advantage of 
a daily removal is that it means no 
manure boxes, manure pits or manure 
piles, and practical experience proves 
that give a stable an inch and it takes 
an ell. 


"The only places that have entirely 


conquered "the fly nuisance remove 
manure daily. The only manure re- 
ceptacles are small and portable. It 
prompt removal is not poshible the 
next most effective procedure is treat- 
ment with chemicals. 


"The methods of treatment advised 


bv authorities are with borax, or cole- 
manlte, or sulphate of iron 
If the 


amount of manure is small and a good 
deal of ground is avertable spreading 
in thin layers on the ground at inter, 
vals of three days or less is feasible 
and efficient"

river 
transportation 
services. 
It 


may be said that all business actlvl 
ties in the colony are devoted to the 
collection of tropical products-rub 
her, ivory, gum copal, palm oil and 
kernels, cacao, etc.—and the railway 
and river services are in reality only 
accessories to these activities, having 
been established primarily to aid in 
the transportation of these product 
to the seaports. The gathering of rub 
her in Congo has never recovered it 
former activity, and in all probabilit 
will never again he so rich a BOUTC 
of income to the colony as it was pre- 


ious to 1912. The cultivated product 
rom the plantations in the East In- 
ies is superior in quality to the wild 
ubber of the Congo, and, owing to 
he active competition of the larger 
lantations and better location as to 
hipping facilities, it may be placed 
upon the market at lower rates.

HOW TO MAKE FLY PAPER 


In order to make this community a 


better place to live in, we must declare 
war on the house fly at once. If we do 
not slip up on him and strike the first 
hard smashing blow, he is going to 
come at us in overwhelming numbers. 


How may we successfully fight the 


fly? By destroying or removing his 
breeding place, the manure pile, re- 
moving all garbage and making the 
privy vault fly-proof, and by keeping 
our yards and alleys clean. We must 
screen our houses and use the swatter 
and sticky fly paper without let-up. 


^Vhere ,s the fly born? In filth, gen- 


erally in horse manure and outhouses, 
some'times m the flesh of dead and rot- 
ting animals—never in any clean 
wholesome place. The life cycle of 
the fly's birth runs about ten days 
from the time the egg is laid until the 
mature insect is born 
A maggot is 


hatched from the egg. The maggot be- 
comes a pupa (a state corresponding 
to the tadpole state in frog life), and 
the pupa becomes the mature fly that 
helps to make life miserable for us m 
warm weather

organized effort. 
Our municipal au- 


thorities and health officers should 
map out a campaign immediately and 
enlist the active aid of everybody in 
the community.

Home owners who wish to get the 


best results from their lawns should 
begin to work on them early in 
March, according to the lawn special- 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 
Too many people de- 


lay giving any attention to their grass 
until the weather becomes warm and 
thus lose an opportunity to take ad- 
vantage of melting snow and the 
alternate night freezing and thawing 
of the ground. 


If the lawn hasn't already been fer- 


tilized, some form of commercial fer- 
tilizer should be used at once. Man- 
ure applied this late will not be ef- 
fective in most cases. Ground bone 
is probably the best fertilizer to use, 
although tankage and flsh scraps, 
some of which, however,, have an un- 
pleasant smell, also give good results. 
Prepared sheep manure is an excel- 
lent fertilizer for use at this season. 
Cottonseed meal, where obtainable 
at a low enough price, may be used 
to advantage. 
In connection with 


these fertilizers, however, it is de- 
sirable to use some wood ashes or 
other fertilizer containing potash. As 
fertilizers with this element are un- 
usually high priced this year, the nat- 
ural inclination will be to use min- 
imum quantities. With soils that have 
been well fertilized in the past, fail- 
ure to use a normal amount of pota?h 
will probably not affect the lawn bad- 
ly the first season. These fertilizers 
should be applied at the eartiest pos- 
sible moment. 


Temptation to get on the lawn and 


clean it up is strong as soon as the 
snow is gone and the weather begins 
to 
settle. 
Impatience, 
however, 


should be curbed until the ground is 
settled fairly well so that footmarks 
will not show in the turf. 
Where 


a lawn has been trampled down dur- 
ing the winter or played upon when 
it was soft in winter or early spring, 
the owner should take steps to com- 
pact its surface at the earliest pos- 
sible 
moment. 
This 
compacting, 


however, should not be done until 
all trash has been removed. As soon 
as the ground has been sufficiently 
settled so that a rake does not dig up 
the turf, the owner should rake it 
gently with a wooden tooth rake'. 
Frequently, however, a'll that is ne- 
cessary is to pick off the litter. 
If 


a lawn has ben covered with manure 
in the fall, it will be necessary to 
break the manure up with a rake in 
the spring, and remove some of thp 
coarser portions. A wooden rake is 
b&st for this purpose, as it will leave 
so much more of the fine material 
upon the ground. 


Do not rake off so much of the 


manure that the lawn will have a 
thoroughly clean appearance. 
All of 


the fine manure that the summer 
growth of grass can possibly hide 
should be left. 
It is surprising how 


much litter the grass wil lobscure on 
:i lawn, as one or two heavy rains 
will beat down a quantity of such 
material. 


Before freezing weather is entire- 


ly over, fresh grass seed should be 
sown, for it must be remembered thot 
only by iepeated applications of grass 


can a good lawn be produced. 


The ordinary seeding of grass on a 
lawn is 1 pound of seed to every 
•100 square feet—that is, to a piece 
20 feet square. 
For reseediug a 


lawn, one-tenth to one-half of this 
amount should be used, according to 
the condition of the lawn at the time.

^^ Kentucky blue grass and red 
top are the standard varieties. How- 
ever, thpre are many bare spaces 
where it will be found well to u.se 
some white clover. About one-tenth 
the quantity of clover as of the other 
grasses mentioned will be required. 


Probably as good a time as any to 


apply grass seed will be some morn- 
ing when the ground is frozen, so 
that when the ground thaws during 
the middle of the day the sown seed 
will be covered sufficiently to ger- 
minate well. 
The most successful 


seeding, is done when the ground is 
freezing a little each night and thaw- 
ing again in the day time. Many peo- 
ple have success in sowing grass seed 
upon a light snowfall at a time when 
the snow is likely soon to melt. With 
either of these methods, however, 
there is danger that birds will eat 
some of the seed before it is cpvered 
in the soil. In spite of this, however, 
there is a better chance of getting a 
good'lawn by these methods than 
when the seed is sown on land that 
will not quickly cover it. 


The last operation in the prelimin- 


ary spring care of a lawn is to give it 
a good rolling. This rolling, which 
should be done with as heavy a roller 
as can be handled, should not be be- 
gun, however, until after the lawn 
is dry enough so that the roller passes 
over 1£ without sinking at any point 
below the general level/ If the land 
is too wet the roller will leave depres- 
sions. 
This rolling should be done 


just as soon as the land is dry enough 
to permit it, as rolling compacts the 
soil about the roots of the plants, 
brings them in closer contact with 
the soil, and gives them a better op- 
portunity to make a quick start as 
soon as weather conditions are favor- 
able.

tilized, some form of commercial fer- 
tilizer should be used at once. Man- 
tire applied this late will not be ef- 
fective in most cases. 
Ground bone 


is probably the best fertilizer to use, 
although tankage and fish scraps, 
some of which, however,, have an un- 
pleasant sme'il, also give good results. 
Prepared sheep manure is an excel- 
lent fertilizer for use at this season. 
Cottonseed 
meal, where obtainable 


at a low enough price, may be used 
to advantage. 
In connection with 


these fertilizers, however, it is de- 
sirable to use some wood ashes or 
other fertilizer containing potash. As 
fertilizers with this element are un- 
usually high priced this year, the nat- 
ural inclination will be to use min- 
imum quantities. With soils that have 
been well fertilized in the past, fail- 
ure to use a normal amount of pota?h 
will probably not affect the lawn bad- 
ly the first season.

should be applied at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.

-100 square feet — that is, to a piece 
20 feet square. 
For 
reseedinfr a 


lawn, one-tenth to one-half of this 
amount should be used, acoordir.2 to 
the condition of the lawn at the time. 
For the northern part of the United 
Plates, Kentucky blue grass and red 
top are the standard varieties. How- 
ever 
there are many bare spaces 


where it will be found well to use 
some white clover. 
About one-tenth 


the quantity of clover as of the other 
grasses mentioned will be required. 


Probably as good a time as any to 


apply grass seed will be some morn- 
ing when the ground is frozen, so 
that when the ground thaws during 
the middle of the day the sown seed 
will be covered sufficiently to ger- 
minate well. 
The most successful 


seeding is done when the ground, is 
freezing a little each night and thaw- 
ing again in the day time. Many peo- 
ple have success in sowing grass seed 
upon a light snowfall at a time when 
the snow is likely soon to melt. With 
either of these methods, however, 
there is danger that birds will eat 
some of the seed before it is cpvered 
in the soil. In spite of this, however, 
there is a better chance of getting a 
good ' lawn by these methods than 
when the seed is sown on land that 
will not quickly cover it. 
The last operation in the prelimin- 


ary spring care of a lawn is to give it 
a good rolling. 
This rolling, which 


Oiould be done with, as heavy a roller 
s can be handled, should not he be- 
'un however, until after the lawn 
fs dry enough so that the roller passes 
over it without sinking at any point 
below the general level." If the land 
is too wet the rol'ler will leave depres- 
sions. 
This rolling should be done 


just as soon as the land is dry enough 
•o permit it, as rolling compacts the 
soil about the roots of the plants, 
wrings them in closer contact with 
the soil, and gives them a better op- 
portunity to make a quick start as 
soon as weather conditions are favor-
